Claim Objections 

Claim 28 is objected to because of the following informalities: the closure 
element should be the closure device. Appropriate correction is required. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1 -27 and 29-42 are allowed. 

Claim 28 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 
U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
